U.S. Pilot 
Escapes in

(AP) - A U.S. Navy pilot, shot 
down over Communist territory 
more than six months ago, es- 
caped from a prison camp and 
was rescued from the jungle 
after a "one-ln-a-mllllon" sight- 
ing by another American flier, 
it was learned today. 


The airman was reported suf- 


fering severe malnutrition and 
shock 
after his 23-day flight 


across some of the most diffi- 
cult terrain in Asia. 


The escape was disclosed by
